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HAUNTS HIS ENEMIES. 


OAPT. HEDBERG’S SHADE SAID TO BE 
WALKING THE EARTH. 


His Spirit Form Appears to a Sentry Who 
Had Once Shown Him Disrespect 
Brought to an Unwilling “ Attention ” 
by a Military Ghost—Others View the 
Apparition and One Soldier Deserts— 
The Spirit Shows Fondness for the Spot 
Where the Captain Was Killed, 


Fort Sheridan is haunted. The ghost of 
Capt. Hedberg, who was killed by Lieut. 
Maney last October, has, it is said, been seen 
by a number of soldiers near the scene of his 
violent death. An effort has been made to 
keep the matter quiet. Officers do not say a 
word about it, and privates change the sub- 
ject whenevera civilian comes within earshot. 

But so large a sensation as that caused by 
the bloody apparition that stalks about the 
picturesque grounds of Fort Sheridan cannot 
be kept within the lines of a military reserva- 
tion. One man has spent two weeks in the 
hospital as the result of the appearance of 
Capt. Hedberg’s disembodied spirit, one man 
has deserted, it is believed for the same rea- 
son, and it is with the greatest difficulty that 
a sentry can be kept upon a certain post after 
midnight. 

The ghost was first seen on a bright moon- 
light night just two weeks after Capt. Hed- 
berg’s death. Private Johnson of Company 
B was on picket duty near the cavalry stables 
and pacing along the very path traversed by 
Capt. Hedberg on the day he walked to meet 
his death at the muzzle of Lieut. Maney’s pis- 
tol. It was shortly after midnight.. The 
moon was shinning brightly, there was not a 
breath of wind stirring, and everything was so 
still that the sentry might almost have heard 
the beating of his own heart if he had not 
been too busy thinking of the cups of hot 
coffee he was going to have as soon as he 
was relieved. He had reached the extreme 
end of his round and had faced about to re- 
trace his steps when he suddenly saw the 
figure of a man approaching not twenty feet 
away. 

It Was Capt. Hedberg’s Spirit, 

Private Johnson was startled, {or no foot- 
fall had disturbed the death-like stillness. 

Halt! Who goes —— ”’ 

The rest of the challenge froze in the speak- 
er’s throat, for as he spoke he recognized dis- 
tinctly in the intruder the face and figure of 
Capt. Hedberg. The apparition approached 
slowly—so slowly that Johnson could scarcely 
see it move. His starting eyes noted that the 
apparition was dressed exeactly as Capt. Hed- 
berg was when he was killed. It had some 
parcels under jts left arm just as Capt. Hed- 
berg hadshifted them from his right arm to 
strike Lieut. Maney in the face. Blood was 
trickling from a little hole in the breast. 

All this Johnson noted. Then he observed 
further that while he could distinctly see all 
these seemingly material things, yet the ap- 
proaching figure appeared to be only a pale, 
bluish white shade, through which he could 
distir ctly see a tree and the outlines of a sta- 
ble in line beyond. His gun dropped from 
his nerveless fingers. He tried to run, but 
some unseen force seemed to tie him to the 
spot. He tried to shout, but his tongue re- 
fused to move. 

The apparition approaehed until it almost 
touched the terror-stricken sentry. Suddenly 
his hat was stricken violently from his head, 
his benumbed muscles assumed the attitude 


of attention. Then, with a blaod-curdling | 
mean, the apparition va 
Johnson’s knees gave way beneath him eft 


he fell in a dead faint. Twenty minutes later 
he was found lying across his gun by the Cor- 
poral of the guard and the relief. He was 
picked up and taken to the hospital. It was 
some time before the post surgeon could re- 
suscitate him. and when he did he found he 
had a severe case of nervous prostration to 
treat, Johnson told his story the next day, 
but it was received as the creation of a dis- 
eased brain. It was two weeks before John- 
son was able to leave the hospital. He stuck 
to his story so persistently that it was believed 
by more than half the garrison. 
In the Nature of Corroborat ve Evidence. 
The fact that his cap was stricken off by the 
ghost and that he involuntarily stood at at- 
tention is explained by the soldiers by the fol- 
lowing incident: It is required by military 
etiquette that when an officer ent2rs a room 
privates who may be seated there shall rise, 
stand at attention, and remove their caps. 
One day last summer Private Johnson and a 
comrade named Corbett were sitting on a coun- 
ter in a little tailor shop just outside the reser- 
vation when Capt. Hedberg entered. Now it 
was well knownin the garrison that Capt. 
Hedberg was not in good favor with Col. 
Crofton, the commander. It may have been 
a knowledge of this fact that caused the 
soldiers to continue dangling their feet 
over the counter instead of rising 
and saluting the officer. Capt. Hedberg was 
astonished at this breach of military etiquette. 
He looked at them a moment, then quietly 
ordered them to get down, stand at attention, 
and remove their caps. As soon ‘as the Cap- 
tain’s back was turned they sneaked out, went 
straight to Col. Crofton, and reported the in- 
cident. Instead of being placed under arrest 
and punished for their breach of discipline, it 
is suid, the soldiers were allowed to go scot- 
free. The story, of course, was known 
throughout the garrison as fast as tongues 
could spread it, After that Capt. Hedberg 
could never pass the long barracks without 
unseen soldiers shouting jeeringly at him, 
„Hats off.“ For this reason the Captain 
never passed the barracks if he could avoid it. 


More Soldiers See the Strange Apparition, 


Three weeks after Johnson’s thrilling ex- 
perience another sentry on the same post saw 
the bleeding apparition at the same hour of 
the night under the same circumstances. This 
sentry wasa plucky man. He neither ran nor 
fainted. Realizing that the figure was not an 
earthly form he did not challenge it, but sum- 
moning all his resolution stood quietly in his 
tracks until the ghost came within reach. 
Then he stretched forth his hand to seize it. 
Though his fingers closed on nothing a vio- 
lent prickling sensation, as of an electric 
shock, ran up his arm, his cap flew from his 
head, and a moan greeted his ears. The next 
instant the sentry found his rigid limbs in the 
attitude of attention,“ while cold perspira- 
tion trickled down his face. The figure was 
gone. Hestuck to his post until relieved, and 
did not tell his story until next morning. 

The next night the ghost was scen by the 
corporal of the guard and the relief near 
where it had been seen on the previous occa- 
sious. They dared not follow it, but they 
stood still an@ watched it. Althoughit wasa 
dark night, they could see the pale bluish- 
white shade move over the route Capt. Hed- 
berg had taken when he walked to his death. 
When the ghost reached the spot where the 
shooting occurred it threw up its arms and 
vanished, 

A week later another sentry saw the ghost 
at the same spot where it had been seen by 
the others. When thé relief came they found 
the sentry standing bareheaded where the 
ghost had left him, half delirious with fright. 
The sentry did not appear at roll-call the next 
day, nor has he been seen at Fort Sheridan 
since. He had deserted rather than take the 
chance of repeating his experience with the 
ghost. 

Hedberg's Friends Not Treated Fairly. 


Since then the epecter has been seen by an 
officer who was not on the best of terms with 
Capt. Hedberg and by a number of soldiers. 
The ghost is always seen walking either to- 
ward the scene of the killing or in the @itec- 
tion of the quarters occupied by Lieut. 
Whether the specter has been seen 


by Maney or not is not known. Some of the 


soldiers say it has, some say it has not, 


though neither side can advance any proof in 
support of its assertions. 

The ghost has never appeared to Capt. 
Hedberg’s warm friends. The soldiers are 
divided in their belief; some hold that the 
presence of the ghost portends disaster to the 
post, while others maintain that the ap- 
parition is only seeking revenge and that it 
will be“ laid if Lieut. Maney is punished 
for slaying Capt. Hedberg. 


WORKS FOR PUNISHMENT OF MANEY. 


District-Attorney Milchrist Says He Is Not 
Lukewarm in His Prosecution. 

United States District-Attorney Milchrist 
enters an emphatic denial as to the imputa- 
tion that he has been lukewarm in the prose- 
cution of Lieut Maney for the killing of Capt. 
Hedberg. 

There is not a word of truth in the story, 
said he, I never said Lieut. Maney was such 
ahandsome young fellow it was'a pity to 
epoil his career by prosecuting him for slay- 
ing Capt. Hedberg. I never intimated such 
a thing to any one—why I never even enter- 
tained such a thought. I have left nothing 
undone and I shall not leave anything undone 
to secure the punishment of Lieut. Maney. I 
have been oppressed by the knowledge that 
Mrs. Hedberg was not satisfied with my ef- 
forts,”’ 

Gen. Miles said yesterday that after the 
civil authorities have tried Maney his case 
will be taken up by the military authorities 
and the killing of Hedberg investigated. 
It has already been investigated, said the 
General, to the extent that the affidavits of 
all the witnesses were taken and sent to the 
War Department and there are charges on 
file in the department headquarters against 
Maney. The military authorities will in no 
way prejudge the case, but will wait until the 
courts have disposed of the matter.“ 


MRS. HEDBERG TO SEE GEN, SICKLES. 


She Wants Him to Take Action Against 
the Slayer of Her Husband, 

New York, Dec. 26.—[{Special.}|—There is 
to be no stone left unturned by Mrs. Hed- 
berg, the widow of Capt. Alfred Hedberg of 
the Fifteenth Infantry. who was shot and 
killed Oct. 30 by First Lieut. J. A. Maney, 
to have the latter brought to trialas soon as 
possible. Mrs. Hedberg arrived in this city 
Thursday, after a visit of ten days 
in Washington, where she talked 
over the subject of her husband’s 
death and the present liberty of his 
slayer. Mrs. Hedberg had frequent consulta- 
tions upon the subject with Gen. Schofield. 
Mrs. Hedberg was seen this evening. Sheisa 
handsome woman of striking figure, and is a 
fascinating talker. It is my intention if 
possible,“ said Mrs. Hedberg, to enlist the 
services of Gen. Daniel ~ Sickles in 
having the case pushed against Lieut. 
Maney. Mr. Maney is now at his home in 
Louisville, Ky., at liberty on $10,000 bail, 
he having been turned over to the civil au- 
thorities. There has been culpable negli- 
gence in the whole matter and I blame Col. 
R. E. A. Crofton, the commanding officer at 
Fort Sheridan, for the Whole thing. The 
trouble with Col. Crofton is that his spinal 
column lacks stability. The murder of my 
husband was a most cruel and wanton one, 
and I want to see Capt. Hedberg’s slayer pun- 
ished.

Green Young Person Makes the Acquaint- 
ance of Strangers and is $40 Poorer. 


A young man from the country entered the 
office of the Auditorium Hotel yesterday morn- 
ing at 10 o' ciock and asked for some one to 
assist him in finding a party of men whom he 
accused of relieving him of $40.

We all looked 
at him awhile and he offered to bet me I 
couldn’t locate the ball under the shell. When 
I refused to bet he said I should try in fun, 
and I said, I bet you 840.“ I picked up the 
right shel! and the fellow told me I won $40, 
and he proposed to give it to me. He counted 
out the money and told me I would have to 
show I had $40 to back me up if I had bet in 
earnest. When I took out the money he 
snatched it out of my hand. Another man 
came up and announcing himself as an officer 
showed his star, and said he would put us 
under arrest for gambling. The man with the 
money and the two men who brought me down 
ran off in different directions. The person who 
said he was a policeman ordered me to leave 
or he would arrest me, After he had gone a 
railroad man said he was a tough.“ The coun- 
tryman left the hotel to find an officer. One 
day last week another victim showed fight 
when an attempt was made to rob him. 
Several shots were fired at him that attracted 
some of the yardmen to his help. A weekago 
an excited individual came running over the 
Lake Front park to the hoteland said he had 
been robbed by three men of $400. He said 
he was allured there by a man he met at his 
hotel on a pretense of seeing the skating on 
the lake. 


BONDED WAREHOUSE TERM EXTENDED. 


Action Taken Favorable to Foreign Exhib- 
iter’ at the Columbian Fair. 

Wasurinatox, D. C., Dec. 26.— Assistant 
Secretary Hamlin today extended until 
further notice the bonded warehouse charter 
of buildings in the World's Fair grounds, Chi- 
cago. This action is taxen as the Collector 
of Customs at, Chicago informs the Treasury 
Department that 20,000 packages of foreign 
goods which have passed through the hands of 
customs officers are still awaiting shipment. 
The railroad companies, it is alleged, having 
received their pay in advance for the goods 
which came in this spring, do not evince much 
anxiety to return the goods to the seaboard. 
The original date named on which the bonded 
warehouse feature of the exportation was to 
expire was Dec. 31, 1893. 

[Since the close of the Fair there has been 
shipped to date from the Manufactures Building 
to ports of export 3,200 cases of foreign goods. 
There are now ready for shipment, with the pa- 
pers all finished and through the custom-house, 
3,800 cases. There are 8,000 cases of foreign 
goods packed, but the export and shipping pa- 
pers have not yet been put through the custom- 
house. Several hundred cases are not yet packed. 
From fifteen to twenty car-loads of foreign goods 
are being shipped out each day.]

the lunch-room. 

Friday noon hé stepped in to look after the 
fire as usual. A number of men were sitting 
around and eating their lunches. But one of 
the habitués of the room was missing. This 
was a poor, lean, and meek tramp feline that 
had taken up its abode in the shanty as a pro- 
tection from the chill breezes of the prairie. 
The little tramp had been received kindly 
and had been fed off and on for three days 
from the lunch-boxes of the trainmen. The 
colored porter had takena particularly kindly 
interest in the little tramp and the trainmen 
knew it. 

As he entered the room he detected some- 
thing burning in the stove that filled the room 
with a peculiar odor. To him it smelled like 
burning hair and flesh. He asked what it was 
before opening the door of the stove. One of 
the trainmen replied in an off-hand way: 

„One of the boys threw the tramp cat in 
the fire.” 

The statement staggered the porter. It was 
too horrible to believe. Just then a sweep of 
wind blew down the chimney with a mourn- 
ful howl. To the horrified porter it sounded 
like a wail of anguish from a soul in torment. 
Armed with a long poker he rushed to the 
stove. Toolate! In the center of the big 
fire was a shapeless burned and charred mass 
of something.

Six Fitzgeralds Are Left $1,360,000 by 
an Aunt in California. 

West Surzzior, Wis., Dec. 26.—[Special.] 
—Patrick Fitzgerald and his five brothers and 
sisters have just fallen heirs to an estate of 
$1,360,000 in California. It came to the 
Fitzgerald family from an aunt, a Mrs. Wal- 
lace of Mendocino County. The relatives here 
do not know much about Mrs. Wallace, 
more than that they are now her heirs, having 
been advised of it this afternoon. William 
Fitzgerald says early in the forties William, 
Michael, and Kate Fitzgeraid, allthe children 
of their family, sailed from Limerick County, 
Ireland, to America. William, who was 
the oldest, took a homestead near 
Maple Valley, Mich., where he resided 
until his death, four years ago. Michael 
died at Maple Valley ten years ago.

Relief for Ford’s Theater Victims, 


One of the President's official acts yesterday 
was the approval of the joint resolution for the 
relief of the ois 4. — of the record. and pension 
offices of the W 5 Theat who were injured 
in the fall of the Fo Theater Building.

New York Custom-House Irregularities.

LAZY VAGRANTS ARE LIKELY 10 
QUIT THE OITY. 


Should They Not Do Se They Will Se 
-‘Compelled to Work on a Stone Pile 
Relief Committees Determined That 


Undeserving Men Shall Ne Longer Be 


Assisted=Members of Various Relief 
Committees Discuss Methods for Aid- 
ing the Destitute of the City. 

Chicago will soon be rid of its dishonest 
beggars and thieving tramps. The last of the 
free soup-houses which flourished so numer- 
ously for a while will be closed today against 
them. Honest men will still be given an op- 
portunity to labor for food and clothing, but 
the loafer who says he is hungry and will not 
work isto be summarily dealt with. Chief 
of Police Brennan has decided to take care of 
him, and he will either work voluntarily or 
break stone for the city without pay. 

This is the program mapped out by the Re- 
lief committee which bas been taking care of 
the unemployed and Chief Brennan. The 
money spent unwisely on the lazy, the Relief 
committee hopes, “will be diverted to the 
proper channels for relieving families 
and deserving men. It is not unlikely when 
the cleaning-out begins that the chipper “‘ give- 
me-a-few-pennies-for-a-night’s - lodging lad, 
whose pockets are stuffed with cigarettes, 
will be properly cared for. 

The Relief committee, which has been so 
active in caring for the unfortunates, has 
reached the conclusion that it is time to calla 
halt on promiscuous giving. The committee 
will today render it impossible: for idlers 
longer to secure food for nothing. A short 
time ago Chief Brennan was conferred with 
by the committee, and he readily fell in with 
their plans for ridding the city of professional 
beggars in the guise of men out of employ- 
ment. 

Will Have to Break Stones. 

A stone pile in connection with the bride- 
well will be put in operation just as soon as 
the Relief committee, which is now thoroughly 
organized, has sifted the deserving from the 
undeserving. The lazy vagrants will be ar- 
rested and put td work on the stone pile, and 
their only method to escape this treatment 
will be to leave the city. 

Eyery day of the relief work has demon- 
strated that the well advertised plans of Chi- 
engo to take care of its homeless brought 


| throngs of tramps here from other cities. 


The free soup business was a great card, As 
soon, however, as it came more directly under 
the management of men experienced in deal- 
ing with the distribution of alms it was dis- 
covered how the good people of Chicago were 
being 2 upon. Mr. Harvey estimates 
that only 25 cent out of the thousands 
originally fed at these houses were worthy of 
charity; the other 75 per cent were merely 
free lunch seekers, who would rather beg than 
work. 

As an indication how the lines are „* 
drawn on the free soup entertainment most 
the places 3 it was given have changed 
their licy. The Lakeside Kitchen, at the 
7 eR Randolph street, which used to feed 

persons daily without imposing any 
— has reduced the number of those 
who were wont to eat there to 450 daily. 
This was brought about by the labor test. 
The applicants are given one meal and told 
toapply for work to the Labor committee. 
Three hours’ work a day entitles them to two 
meals and lodging, which are punched on the 


ticket. 
Boarders Not So Numerous, 


The same test applied to the place at No. 
107 Desplaines street reduced the number 
of daily boarders from 300 to 180. These 
180 are willing to work and are taken care of. 
The free soup-house at No. 957 North Halsted 


street and the one at No. 778 Soath Halsted 


street have each been changed to work places. 
The free soup-house at No. 66 Pacific avenue, 
which yesterday fed without cost 1,500 men, 
will today have the working test applied. 
This leaves Harry Munroe’s Pacific Garden 
Mission, at No. 100 Van Buren street, where 
a bowl of soup and a chair to sleep in are fur- 
nished fora penny. This is regarded as being 
so cheap that Mr. Munroe will soon find his 
place overrun with tramps pure and simple. 
An additional feature in favor of the man 
who wants to work will be added by the relief 
committee today’ For every hour a man 
works over three he will be given a check 
ood for 10 cents to be applied to clothing. 
any of the men wh» begin earning their 
meals are without stockings, and the shoes of 
some are worn tothe uppers. The 10-cent 
cards will enable them to secure both shoes 
and stockings, and, in time, clean clothes, so 
that they will be able to present themselves 
for respectable positions. 
Street Beggars Should Be Ignored. 
Speaking of the unemployed in the city Mr. 
Harvey said: It iswimply a crime against 
society for the citizens of this town to give 
money to people who solicit of them on the 
street. It lowers a man's self-respect to be- 
gin begging, and the indiscriminate giving of 
money for the asking induces beggary. Every 
10 cents given away is just that much of an 
inducement to idleness and profligacy. No 
honest man who is bungry will decline to 
work, and we will furnish labor for all. The 
City of Chicago is able to do this, and if the 
citizens would pursue the course which is best 
for the city and the unemployed they would 
refuse to pay out money on the street. I have 
been personally watching the throngs of men 
who apply at the soup-houses for something 
to eat and I have observed that the worthy 
are good, decent men, who want to work and 
have a contempt for the loafer. I couldn’t 
say too much in favor of those who are trying 
to get alo 
Chief of Pole Brennan was unwilling to 
discuss at any great length his plans last even- 
ing. We vit take care of the fellow,“ he 
suid, whom the relief society find will not 
work. From others, who know what Mr. 
Brennan has outlined, it was learned that he 
intends to codperate with the Relief commit- 
tee and use the stone-pile.. When the new ad- 
ministration settles down there is to be no 
more trifling with tramps. 


BIG FUND WANTED TO AID THE POOR. 


Methods Discussed for More Systematic 
Effort at the Union League. 

Nearly one hundrad members of various re- 
lief committees in the city met at the Union 
League club last night to discuss the relief 
measures now in force and to devise ways and 
means of more successfully coping with the 
situation of deserving destitute people. The 
question of how to assist the unemployed was 
fully discussed, as were the plans of relief and 
the ways of raising the necessary money. The 
original committee on unemployed turned 
over to the Central Relief Association 
its funds and subordinated all its 
agencies thereto. The sense of the meeting 
was in favor of — $1,000,000 for the 
Central Association his association was de- 
clared to exist for these purposes: 

First—To raise the funds necessary to cope 
with the present deep-seated distress, and to 
ascertain the extent and nature of this dis- 
tress as early as practicable, relieving well au- 
thenticated cases whenever possible through ap- 
proved existing agenciés. 

Second—To inaugurate systematic cooperation 
among all churches, eharitablo societies, agen- 
cies, and individuals, so far as the same are Will. 
ing to join hands in this important work, thereby 


preventing waste, duplication, and imposition in 


dispensi > charitable funds. 

Third to educate the public in charitable 
methods that are the most truly helpful and ele- 
vating, instead of pauperizing, to the recipients. 

Fourth—To unite economy with efficiency in 
the creat work of relieving distress among the 
worthy poor.

‘NORTHERN PAOIFIO EMPLOYES. 


United [States Judge Caldwell Makes an 
Order That Exasperates Railway Men- 
They Are Also Informed by Manager 
Kendrick That the Wages Schedule Will 
Not Be Changed =—Receiver Payne 
Thinks the Men Have No Cause to Com- 
plaln- Other Labor Matters. 

Sr. Paul., Minn., Dec, 26.—A document 
was delivered into the hands of United States 
Marshal Donahour this eveni which may 
have the effect of deterring engineers, 
firemen, corductors, trainmen, and telegraph 
operators of the Northern Pacific railway 
from striking. It wasissued by Judge Cald- 
well of the United States Circuit Court and is 
in effect an injunction to the men from strik- 
ing. The 150 delegates here from the various 
unions are in an angry state of mind, At their 
conference this afternoon they were told by 
General Manager Kendrick of the Northern 
Pacific that no modification of the January 
schedule could be given them. They say that

this was a great injustice because they had 


been kept here since the 18th to await the 
movements of Mr. Kendrick only to meet a 
rebuff. They also assert that the company’s 
action today in issuing through the courts 
such an order was the plainest possible indi- 
cation that the demands of the men were 
never seriously considered. The main points 
of the order are as follows:

the service of said receivers, and frem 
interfering in any manner dy force, 
threats, or otherwise with men employed by 
the said receivers to take the places of 
those wno quit the service of said receivers, or 
from interfering with or obstructing in any Wise 
the operation of the railroad, or from any inter- 
ference with the telegraph lines; and from unter- 
fering with any and all property in the custody 
of the said receivers, whether belonging to the 
receivers or shippers or other owners, and from 
interfering, intimidation, or otherwise injuring 
or inconveniencing or delay sengers 
freight, and mails being transported or abont to 
be transported over the said railroad until the 


further order of this court. 

Terre Havre, Ind., Dee. 26.—Tohight

RECEIVER PAYNE TALKS OF WAGES. 


Thinks the Schedule Will Compare Favor- 
ably with Rates on Other Roads. 

Mitwatxezr, Wis., Dec. 26,—[Special.]— 
Henry C. Payne, one of the receivers.of the 
Northern Pacific railroad company, says the 
receivers have placed the matter of the reduc. 
tion of the wages of employés in the hands of 
the general manager of the road with discre- 
tionary powers. It seems, according to Mr. 
Payne, that the men have been having matters 
pretty much their own the last 
few years. They prepared a schedule of 
wages, which was accepted by the company 
without a murmur. The schedule was an un- 
just one, Mr. Payne says, even to the em- 
ployés, as it gave men on one division a great 
deal more than to those on other divisions for 
doimg exactly the same work. It is the piin 
of the receivers to equalize the old schedule 
and inake the same rate all over the road, It 
is not, Mr. Payne says, & straight reduction of 
5 or 10 per cent, but in some cases is not 
higher than 2 per cent, while the very high- 
est, as far as Mr. Paynerwas able to remem- 
ber, was 9 per cent. Mr. Payne was not quite 
certain, but he thought that when the new 
echedule went into force the men would be re- 
ceiving higher salaries than were paid by any 
other 2 — into St. Paul. 

The report of the Northern Pacific receivers 
for the month of October shows an increase 
of $142,645.45 in the net earnings for the 
previous month, The total receipts amounted 
to $3,045,835, to which was added $969,923 
brought forward from September. Of the 
total receipts $634,087 came from the assets 
of the Northern Pacificand its tributary lines, 

342,429 from the main line, $202,592 

rom the Wisconsin Central, and $89,784 
from the Chicago and Northern Pacific. The 
Northern Pacific ticket account yielded 


$1,852,632, and the Wisconsin Central ticket 


account $54,008. The totai disbursements 
amounted to $2,903,191, of which amount 
$1,445,005 represented liabilities previously 
incurred.

MASTER WORKMAN’S POLICY, 


New Head of the Knights of Labor Issues 
a Statement.

and industrious people the world ever knew. 
With these conditions confronting the 8 
cvery where. if we cannot ag tangens: society wit 


healthy public opinion on the subject of labor 


and fo ores the adoption of our principles, we de- 
serve defeat. 

The General Master Workman further says 
that he feels warranted in asserting that civil 
liberty in this country will die within the next 
seven years unless the Knights of Labor or 
some like organization comes to the rescue. 
He then shows that according to the eleventh 
census the increase of wealth is about 5750, 
000,000 per year, while the interest charges 
exceed $1,500,000,000 per annum. * Do 
not mistake it for tariff delusions,“ he con- 
cludes, or the lack of public confidence. It 
is the jingle of shackles that is always heard 
by a nation that forces the transaction of bus- 
iness on debt and credit and robs labor of the 
fruit of its toil to pay the interest.

REFORMS IN EDUCATION DISCUSSED. 


Annual Meeting of the Illinois State Teach- 
ers’ Association. 

Sprinartevp, III., Dec: 26.—[Special.]— 
The fortieth annual meeting of the Illinois 
State Teachers’: Association held its first ses- 
sion in the House of Representatives this 
evening.

RACE WAR IS FEARED AT WILDWOOD, 


Rifles Freely Used in Making Arresta of 
Negroes in a Florida Town. 

Witpwoop, Fla., Deo. 26.—The negro Abe 
Lambright, who shot Ira Smith last night, 
and five other persons who were in the fight, 
were arrested this morning and lodged in jail 
by Sheriff Chapman in charge of the Lees- 
burg Rifles. There was considerable firing 
from the Rifles before the arrests were made, 
at least seventy-five shots were exchanged, 
Several negroes were slightly wounded. 
Isaiah Ryan (colored ) was killed last night, 
but the fact was nat reported until 
this morning. Threa of supposed 
leaders of the riot, Coleman Lambright, 
Jeff McAllister, and Anderson Brown are now 
in jail here. Jesse Lambright, the negro 
who started the difficulty with Rube Caruth- 
ers, is still at ldrge. It is nct definitely 
known bow many negroes were killed last 
night and this morning. Abe Lambright was 
shot before being arrested this morning. It 
looked for a while that Abe Lambright 
would be lynched, but a muss- 
meeting of white citizens was held to protest 
against lynch law and to advise peace and a 
compromise. Abe Lambright wag then 
taken to Tavares Jail under protection of the 
Leesburg Rifles. At this hour there are about 
fifty white men under arms. It was reported 
that negroes are organizing in the direction of 
Lady Lake. Telegrams have been sent to the 
Governor. 1 en leading into the town 
is picketed and the novement of the negroes 
is closely watched. The people are very much 
excited.

WILLIS IN NO DANGER. 


MOB WILL NOT MOLEST HIM FOR THE 
MURDER OF HULTZ 


Public Feeling Against Him, However, Is 
Strong, and Evidence of His Guilt Is 
Apparently Overwhelming- History of 
the Relations of the Men, Which Began 
in Strong Friendship—City-Attorney 
Butler of St. Louis Shoots James Leary, 
as He Claims, in Self-Defense. 


Sutsivan, Ind., Dec. 26.—[Special.}—The 
interest in the Hultz murder case is unabated. 
The town has been thronged with visitors 
from all parts of the country all day. The 
funeral took place this evening and over 100 
Odd-Fellows were in line. The Coroner is 
still investigating the case. The coat worn by 
the assassin has been identified as one that 
belonged to Willis. The rubber hoots have 
also been found and are the same size as worn 
by Willis. A witness will also testify that 
Willis was seen following Hultz Saturday 
night. It is also learned that Willis followed 
Hultz from place to place and refused every 
offer of compromise proposed by Hultz. 

The prisoner is unconcerned and will say 
nothing. He has no fears, and when told that 
a mob might attack the jail said: Let it 
come.“ e hus employed for his defense W. 
S. Maple, Buff & Harris of this place, and ex- 
Congressman John E. Lamb and ex-Repre- 
sentative John T. Beasley of Terre Haute. 
The Prosecuting Attorney, W. L. Slinkard, is 
on the grand jury, and a special grand jury 
was drawn this evening to be convened Mon- 
day to investigate the murder. There is no 
danger of a mob. The jail is one of the 
strongest in Southern Indiana. 

Hultz and Willis had formerly been bosom 
friends, and Willis, while Sheriff of this coun- 
ty, had assisted Hultz until he became Prose- 
cuting Attorney. In every undertaking they 
were together. They were also brother Odd- 
Fellows, and their wives were cousins. Last 
spring Mrs. Hultz was sick with consumption 
and died. During this long sickness Mrs. 
Willis was the only woman that could prop- 
erly nurse her. It was coring this sickness 
that the intimacy between Willis’ wife and 
Hultz began. After the death of Mrs. Hultz 
Willis laid a trap for Hultz and shot him, but 
Hultz escaped with his life. When Hultz was 


able he left for the South, and then 
went to Chicago, but Willis continued 
to follow him up, and MHultz conclu- 


ded to again return to Sullivan. In the mean- 
time Willis had obtained a divorce from his 
wife and sued Hultz for $25,000 damages. 
Hultz offered to give up everything he had, 
but Willis was obstinate and said they both 
could not live in the same country. Hultz 
was warned to leave town, but said he was 
not afraid, as Willis was an open enemy and 
he would have equal chances with him. He 
also stated he had never carried a revolver 
and would not know how to use one if he had 
it. The great surprise here is that Willis 
would disguise himself as a tramp, and with 
double-barrel shotgun and two huge revolv- 
ers and without a word of warning assassinate 
him. The sympathy that was once all in 
—— favor is now strongly arrayed against 
im. 


SAYS HE SHOT IN SELF-DEFENSE, 


City-Attorney Butler of St. Louis Surren- 
ders After Wounding James Leary. 

Sr. Louis, Mo., Dec. 26.— [Special. — City- 
Attorney James J. Butler shot and dangerous- 
ly wounded James Leary, alias Seven-Up 8 
Jim, alias Sledge, at 4 O'clock this morn- 
ing in Ada Huntley's house at No. 201 Chest- 
nut street. The ball struck Leary full in the 
right breast and penetruted the lung. The 
wound inflicted is dangerous, though 
not necessarily fatal. The shooting 
grew out of an angry discussion 
over a fight Leary had with Attorney William 
McNamara, a friend of Butler, about the ex- 
posure one week ago of a crap game run un- 
der the Standard Theater, which is owned by 
Butler. After firing the shot the City-Attor- 
ney jumped into his buggy and drove 
to the Four Courts, where he sur- 
rendered to Sergt. George Mueller. 
He said he had shot Leary and that 
he had acted in self-defense. Leary was re- 
moved in an ambulance to the city dispensary. 
Shortly after Butler gave himself up his 
father, Col. Edward Butler, came to the Four 
Courts and made a personal appearance for 
his son’s release. Word was received from 
the hospital that Leary wasin no danger of 
death. Mr. Butler Sr. hastened to the resi- 
dence of Judge Claiborne, where, on the 
strength of the physician’s statement, Butler 
was taken as security for his son in the sum 
of $800 on the charge of assault to kill. 
When this bond was presented to the police 
James J. Butler was released. 

James J. Butler secured his position through 
the influence of his father, the head and front 
of the Democratic ring which for so long con- 
trolled the city. A crap game was conducted 
under the Standard Theater and two weeks 
-ago it was exposed with the statement that the 
City-Attorney was being paid $100 a week 
for preventing a police raid. 

In connection with the shooting Butler 
states he called at the Huntley house this 
morning in response to a note from her on 
legal business, and met Leary and some of 
his friends. Butler asked Leary why he had 
slugged Attorney William McNamara a few 
daysago. Leary began abusing McNamara. He 
then began to abuse Butler and started over 
towards where he sat. Ashe did so he ran 
his hand into his rear pocket. Butler knew 
he was a dangerous man and posed as a killer 
and did not intend to take any chances with 
him. When he saw Leary try to draw his gun 
he drew his revolver as quickly as possible 
and shot him. If he had not done it, he be- 
lieves, Leary would have shot him. 

Statements of other witnesses agree in the 
main with this. Leary is a hard character. 
March 24, 1892, he shot and killed Pat Tro- 

n at Sixth and Elm streets, for which crime 

e was arrested in Chicago a few days later. 

Notwithstanding Express Messenger Brans- 
ford’s statement and Conductor White’s offi- 
cial report that nothing was taken from the 
safes on the Mobile and Ohio train No. 3.

FINAL PLEA FOR LIFE. 
ANWA WAGNER’S TRIAL FOR MURDER 
WILL END TODAY. 


Her Lawyer Makes the Last Effort in Her 
Defense, and After the Prosecutor's Ad- 
dress the Case Will Go to the Jury To- 
day=No New Clews in the Watterson 
Murder Case~Women Arrested for Pass- 
ing Counterfeit Money~Supposed to Be 
One of a Gang. 


Inpianapouis, Ind., Dec. 26,—[Special.]— 
Several hundred people, unxious to hear At- 
torney Spaan’s closing argument in the Annu 
Wagner trial, which was resumed today after 
a two-days’ rest, were unable to gain entrance 
to the court-room. The throng arrived early, 
and before Judge Cox had taken his seat on 
the bench all the space, even to standing 
room, was occupied. Mr. Spaan Confined 
himself more to the testimony than on Satur- 
day, and the audience had less opportunity to 
weep, Charles Koesters stood just outside 
of one of the doors and heard his name han- 
died harshly by Mr. Spaan. 

Attorney Duncan’s prosecuting speech was 
quoted from frequently with much sarcasm. 
Mr. Spaan styled the allegations that Anna 
had poisoned little Mamie as heathenish. He 
eloquently pictured the love between the two 
and then said that as Anna had been to Mamie 
a mother and Mamie had been to Anna a 
daughter there was no reason why the death 
of the child could have been desired. Speak- 
ing of the death of the old man Mr. Spann 
said that had Charles Koesters loved Anna all 
the grandfathers on the earth could not have 
kept them from marrying if they had desired 
to do so, 

One very strange thing in this case.“ said 
Mr. Spaan, is that the witnesses for the 
State were all Anna’s friends until after her 
arrest. Not until she had been thrown in 
jail and a lawyer employed to finda motive 
did they begin to see whata terrible woman 
she had been. They come forward now and 
try to swear away her life by little bits Of 
gossip which they have distorted in a horrible 
manner.“ 

The feature of the proceedings was the way 
Mr. Spaan tore to pieces the testimony of Dr. 
Eisen beiss. 

Lou remember,“ said he, that he said 
before the poor girl was tried that he believed 
her guilty when the law says that persons 
shall be regarded as innocent until they are 
a guilty. This chemist also swears that 

e had neither a laboratory nor scales. What

He referred to Dr. Eisenbeiss as an 0- 
ramus and said his testimony amoun to 
naught. All through his speech ran the 
thread of the defense’s theory to the effect 
that none of the Koesters were deliberately 
poisoned but died from toxine poisoning, the 
result of improper diet. He paid more atten- 
tion to the points of law involved, the evi- 
dence introduced and reading from opinions, 
and less to pathos and eloquence. His clos- 
ing sentences were a stiring appeal to the jury 
to weigh the fact that the defense had estab- 
lished a reasonable doubt that the Koesters 
were poisoned, or that. if they were, others 
than Anna Wagner hai just as good cause to 
be accused on the evidence. 

Prosecutor Holtzman will close for the 
State tomorrow and the case go to the jury in 
the afternoon. 


No New Clews in Watterson Case. 


The fresh clew to the murder of Policeman 
Watterson which the police hit on last night 
turned out to be false scent when followed up 
today. The report came in that a Brightwood 
doctor had been called on by twe menin a 
carriage early Sunday morning and asked to 
go and treat an injured man on Oak Hill. The 
two men returned again Sunday and the doc- 
tor visited the patient and dressed a flesh 
wound in the leg. Supt. Powell and Detective 
Richards called upon the doctor, who dispelled 
all of their suspicions by informing them that 
the patient was only 12 years old and that he 
had been shot in the calf of the leg while play- 
ing with a toy revolver. A visit to the boy’s 
house substantiated the doctor’s statement. 

The police are fairly burdened with stories 
of men with their heads tied up, with long 
knives and wicked faces and suspicious ac- 
tions. All the rumors are investigated. 
detectives are working on the theory that the 
dogs were right when they followed the trail 
to the Southport depot. Before the dogs left 
the city they made demonstrations at the 
doors of three doctors’ offices over on Hill- 
side avenue and one on Christian avenue and 
another on Deiaware street. All of the doc- 
tors denied having treated anybody early Sun- 
day morning. It is thought by the detectives 
that tne murderer of Watterson, badly in- 
jured, was hunting for a doctor, but either did 
not find one or feared detection. by having 
his wounds dressed. The work of the hounds 
is commended by the police, who are so thor- 
oughly taken with the great benefit from hav- 
ing the dogs at hand in cases of robbery and 
murder that it is probable a brace of man- 
hunters will be added tb the department for 
future work. it is believed if dogs had been 
accessible Saturday night they would have 
traced the murderer at once to the outbuild- 
ing two blocks distant where it is sup 
the man with the bloody and broken knife 
was hiding all the time the officers were on 
the adjacent common with the murdered po- 
liceman.

If you rode on the 
street cars you must have seen all this, and if 
you were a close observer you might have 
noted a disappointed expression on the faces 
of these bundle-carriers. If you had taken 
the trouble to watch the young woman when 
she got off the car at Madison street you 
would ha ve seen her make a bee line for one 
of the big jewelry stores. The old genile- 
man, the old lady, and the dudish young fel- 
low might also have been followed into differ- 
ent down-town stores. 

All this is explained by the fact that yester- 
day was the day after Christmas and that the 
wishes of people are not always consulted 
when Christmas gifts are purchased.

It is useless to look for an active bull mar- 
ket in the local field while conditions are so 
depressed in Wall street. The shadow. of 
Wall street is beginning to hang heavily on 
the local situation.

HER TALK WITH r. O’SULLIVAN, 


Mrs. Laura Herrmann Testifies About Ite 
Other Witnesses Examined, 

At the afternoon session Mrs. Laura Herr- 
mann testified to a conversation she had with 
P. O'Sullivan after the murder. The strong 
point in her evidence was O’Sullivan’s state- 
ment that he did not kaow Dr. Cronin until 
he was introduced by Justice Mahoney. 

Matilda Lindgren, daughter of the Carl 
sons, testified to a visit to the cottage in May, 
1889, and described once more its interior 


arrangements. 

Fred Allen, a teamster employed by A. H. 
Revell & Co., produced and identified the re- 
ceipt for the furniture sold to J. B. Simonds 
and delivered at No. 117 Clark street. 
Edward G. Throckmorton identified the sig- 
nature of J. B. Simonds on the lease of the 
premises at No. 117 Clark street. 

Stephen Conley, who was present at part of 
the talk among Dr. Cronin, P. O’Sullivan, 
and Justice Mahoney, told over again the 
story of that conversation. After going 
through the preliminaries Attorney Scanlan 
went on to details.

One manufacturer ie of 
the opinion that the Americun born workers, 
having been used to fair wages, will not sub- 
mit. The foreign mechanic will, I think, 
on the start make a little trouble, but having 
been raised under low wages will adjust him- 
self to the new order of things, and will final- 
ly put his neck under the yoke and start in to 
make a bare living.“ Another says guarded- 
ly. Reduction in wages will cause consider- 
able dissatisfaction among employés; in fact, 
the new state of affairs is far from being 
pleasant.”’ 

And yet in the face of statements like these 
the Democratic Representatives from Michi- 
gan, Indiana, and Illinois will vote for a bill 
which will act so injuriously upon one -of the 
manufacturing industries of their States, 
which will either close mills which have been 
giving work to so many men and food to so 
many families, or force those employés to 
labor for from a half to three-quarters of 
what they were getting before the Democrats 
went into power. 


THE PROPOSED NEW STATES. 
The New York Evening Post (Dem.) in- 
dorses the position which Tus Cuicaco Tris- 


the plan of leaving the Indians to work out 
their own salvation must be modified. 
There are two things Congress can do. One 


of them is to annex the Indian Territory to 


Oklahoma and admit the whole as a State. 
It is not unlikely that the Democrats, who are 
passing bills to make States out of Utah, New 
Mexico, and Arizona, will imclude Oklahoma 
in the batch. But the Territory is not fit for 
Statehood. Owing to the large percentage of 
arid land within its confines and the fact 
that it never will have manufactures it never 
may have the population to justify its admis- 
sion to the Union. If the Indian Territory 
were consolidated with it the situation would 
be different. There would be an abundance 
of fine land and the certainty of a large pop 
ulation. . 

Or, on the other hand, Congress can sweep 
away in whole or in part the ineffectual gov- 


*ernments which exist now in the Indian Ter- 


ritory and substitute for them one which will 
be able to keep the peace, That can be done 
without depriving the Indians of anything to 
which they are entitled or interfering in the 
least with their advancement toward civiliza- 
tion. Even if the Territory had not become 
a den of thieves the time has come when it is 
for the interest of the Indians themselves that 
the General Government should alter the ex- 
isting system. 

It is to be hoped that the energetic letter 
of Gov. Fishback will call the attention of 
Congress to the state of affairs in the Indian 
Territory, that it will take immediate tempo- 
rary steps for the preservation of the peace 
and the punishment of criminals there, and 
that then it will proceed deliberately to de- 
vise some plan for changing the form of gov-

WATCH THE TWENTY-NINTH WARD. 

That which Gravesend, N. V., has been for 
many years under the supervision of Boss 
McKane the Twenty-ninth Ward of this city 
was at the last election under the supervision 
of some of the Democratic bosses—a citadel 
of fraud, a district which could be relied on 
to poll fraudulent votes enough to wipe out 
honest anti-Democratic majorities and defeat 
the wishes of the voters. The Republican 
managers have learned from bitter experi- 
ence that if they mean to carry elections in 
this city they must not only poli more honest 
votes than the other side, but that they must 
stop the pernicious activity of that tac- 
tory of fraudulent votes known as the Twen- 
ty-ninth Ward and other wards like it. 

Whatever they decide to do touching the re- 
cent election there is one thing they must not 
leave undone, and that is to arrange to take 
precautions inthe future. The registry books 
of the Twenty-ninth Ward are reeking with 
fraud. They have over 2,000 fraudulent 
names on them. Were there to be an election 
tomorrow which the Democrats cared to car- 
ry every one of those names would be voted 
on by some one who would mark his ticket for 
a Democratic candidate. There will be no 
regular election, except for Alaermen and 
town officers, between now and November. 
For that election, when Congressmen, mem- 
bers of the Legislature, and some State and 
county officers will be elected, there will be a 
totally new registration. 

Whether the Republicans do or do not at- 
tempt to show up the present rottenness 
of the Twenty-ninth Ward registry books 
it is absolutely necessary that they 
get up plans to make the registra- 
tion of next fall an honest one. If 
they do not they certainly will lose a Con- 
gressman and members of the Legislature and 
perhaps county officers, And if they allow 
the registry to be stuffed next November 
those bogus names will stay on the books and 
will be used by the Democrats at the Mayor- 
alty election in 1805. Mr. Hopkins, having 
his city machine in good order, will be the 
candidate of the Democrats. The splendid 
run which Mr, Swift made last week and the 
fact that he would have been Mayor but for 
the frauds of his opponents not improbably 
will make the Republicans feel that they ought 
to make him their candidate again. 

It will be of no use, however, to nominate 
him, to work for him, or to secure for him 
the ballots of a majority of the legal voters 
of the city, so long as the bogus vote-mill of 
the Twenty-ninth Ward is running at full ca- 
pacity. It can turn out all the votes the Dem- 
ocrats may think they need to wipe out Re- 


refusing both the silver dollar and the silver 
certificate. When did they do so? No such 
privilege exists, except in the cases 
where the debtor has agreed ex- 
pressily to pay in gold, and it is 
fair to presume that in every-such instance he 
has received gold value when he incurred the 
obligation. Both the silver dollar and the ail- 
ver certificates are full legal tender to any ex- 
tent that can be desired by the Governor, and 
it is the expressed policy of the United States 
to keep them so. The law has not rendered 
% unavailable more than one-half of the na- 
tional currency, as claimed by the Oregon 
official. On the contrary, all the silver dol. 
lars that are outside the Treasury, and the 
certificates issued against those that are locked 
up in its vaults, are in circulation in the hands 
of the people, and no one now thinks of ask- 
ing that they be taken at a discount. Thanks 
to the policy of the Government of the United 
States. which seems to form a grievance to 
Pennoyer, the debt-paying power of all those 
dollars in silver and paper is equal to that of 
gold. 

The only discrimination there is in the case 
is in favor of silver, notagainst it. Underthe 
laws of the country and the settled policy of 
its successive administrations the debt-paying 
power of the silver dollar is maintained at a 
point far above the intrinsic value of the 
coin as determined in the markets of the 
world, while gold is circulated strictly on its 
merits,a stated number of grains of that 
metal being worth just the same whether in 
the shape of coin or bullion. At present the 
silver coins of the United States are held up 
by the supporting power of gold toa debt- 
paying power nearly twice as great as they 
would have without such support. What 
would these Governors have? They are as 
unreasonable as was the man who abused the 
savior of his life because he had handled him 
a little roughly in preventing him from sink- 
ing to the bottom of the lake.

population of Arizona increased between 1880 
and 1890 only from 40,440 to 59,620, the 
poorest showing of any State or Territory of 
the United States, except Nevada, with which 
no comparison can be made, as the popula- 
tion of the latter steadily decreases. New 
Mexico is not much better off. In 1880 it 
had 119,565 people and in 1890 only 153,- 
593, while its vote in 1892 for Delegate to 
Congress was much smaller than it was in 
1890. The character of the popula- 
tion of the two Territories is much the 
same. Itis made up mostly of Greasers and 
Indians, the former speaking another lan- 
guage, following Mexican customs, and igno- 
rant to the very lowest degree, while the lat- 
ter are the absolute dregs of humanity. 
Neither Mexicans nor Indians have any idea 
of republican principles or of the customs of 
American civilization, of American schools, 
or Americaa institutions of any kind. The 
Post is right when it says: 

It would be the grossest sort of an outrage to 
give two Senators, one Representative, and three 
votes in the Electoral College to the few thou- 
sand men who are eligible to the suffrage in 
Arizona. New Mexico and Arizona together have 
scarcely as large a population as a State ought 
to have. Probably the best way would be to 
keep both of them in the Territorial condition a 


while longer. The idea of making two States 
out of them now is certainly intolerable. 


If Arizona and New Mexico were united and 
admitted to the Union as a single State the 


+ objection which applies to their admission as 


two States would be modified materially, as 
in that case the American foundation of the 
single State would be strong enough to domi- 
nate it and keep the power from passing into 
incapable hands. Arizona alone is in almost 
as hopeless a condition as Nevada. It is 
doubtful whether it ever can be irrigated, and 
without irrigation it only can grow cactus and 
sagebrush. It must depend upon mining, 
and the precarious nature of that dependence 
already has been demonstrated in Nevada. 
New Mexico alone, though it hasa larger pop- 
ulation than Arizona, is no better off so far as 
qualification for Statehood is concerned, 
since the vast majority of its people are un- 
fitted for citizenship. The action of the House 
in passing the bills for the admission of Utah 
and Arizona, which will be followed by an- 
other for the admission of New Mexico after 
the recess, was due purely to partisan consid- 
erations. There was no denial of the unfitness 
of these Territories for Statehood. The facts 
are too notorious to admit of any question. 
It is to be hoped at least that the Senate will 
consider these bills from the standpoint of 
the interests of the whole people. Nothing 
could be more incongruous or more shameful 
from every point of view than the erection of 
polygamous Utah, Greaser New Mexico, and 
desert Arizona into States having the same 
political power in certain directions as the 
sovereign Commonwealths of New York, 
Pennsylvania, and Illinois.

It means not only the inculcation of the sacred 
love of country, but it means also the training of 
youth in self-government; and it must be remem- 
bered that this fine training—this admirable self- 
control—this most excellent teaching of salf- 
government, is secured without recourse to that 
* relic of barbarism,’’ corporal punishment. This 
conversion of a heterogeneous school population, 
representing all nationalities, equal in numbers 
to the population of a first-class city, into good, 
law-abiding American citizens, gives an addi- 
tional security to life and property, and is of 
itself worth more than all the money expended 
on the public schools. Children who might grow 
up socialists and communists are educated from 
their earliest years to respect and ohey law, and 
to love and venerate the republican government 
under which they enjoy true freedom. 

It is cheering to be assured by Mr. Simmons 
that so much is made of the American flag 
in the New York schools, since there is no 
city in the Union where the flag is neglected 


more conspicuously on every municipal occa- 


sion. It is encouraging to know. that there is 


one place where it is not made to give way to 
flags of other nationalities and of alleged na- 
tionalities. It will strike the people of this 
country with pleasant surprise to learn that 
object lessons in patriotism and nationalism 
are taught in the schools of that city. It is a 
bright augury for the future that when these 
150.000 children grow up to be men and 
women they may have some ideas of patriot- 
ism and Americanism, in which case they will 
have the advantage of the present adult popu- 
lation. If these object lessons take effect as 
they should, there yet may come a day when 
New-Yorkers will realize there is something 
of the United States outside their own nar- 
row limits; that this country is as worthy of 
admiration as England; that the Stars and 
Stripes are fit to fly to the breeze on St. Pat- 
rick’s day or any other day, and that the only 
flag for their city hall is the American flag; 
and that when a proposition is made to testify 
to the memory of a great captain, by monu- 
ment or otherwise, it is unpatriotic to neglect 
the duty. Whatever other changes may be 
made in the school laws of New York City, 
and there probably is need of many, let no 
law which inculcates or illustrates patriotism, 
recognition of American nationality, or more 
intimate acquaintance with the Stars and 
Stripes be interfered with in any way. Rather 
let there be more flags and more discipline of 
the patriotic sort. New York City cannot 
have too much of the American flag. It needs 
to become acquainted with it, It knows a 
great deal about the emblems of St. Patrick 
and St. George. Now let it learn to know the 
emblem of St. Columbia when it sees it.

There was no rea- 
son for interfering with the Indian govern- 
ments which exist in the Territory so long 
as the Indians seemed to be getting along 
passably well. But when, owing to the weak 
ness of those governments, the Territory is 


becoming a city of refuge for the criminals 


of the Mississippi Valley then it is manifest

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TODD TOTHEJURYMEN 


FINAL ARGUMENTS BEGIN IN THE 
PRENDERGAST TRIAL 


The Assistant District-Attorney Reviews 
the Testimony of Lay Witnesses and 
Assails the Plea of Insanity Interposed 
by the Defense—Refers to Contradictory 
Testimony of the Brother and Mother 
of the Accused and Denies That Defend- 
ant Is Hereditary Insane. 

Patrick Eugene Prendergast satin court 
yesterday and listened to arguments from the 
opposing counsel, one charging him with be- 
ing sane and in possession of his faculties 
when he fired the shots which ended Carter 
Harrison’s iife, the other asking for the mercy 
of the jurors on the plea that he was insane. 
For once Prendergast heard the charge made 
that he was insane and did not refute it. In- 
stead of exclaiming angrily against a plea 
other than that of justification, as he has done 
in the past, he sat hardly moving a muscle 
while his counsel called him idiot and imbe- 
eile and never even remonstrated by a look of 
disapproval. 

The war of argument in thecase began with 
the opening of court before Judge Brentano 
yesterday morning. The jurors came in after 
their two days’ rest looking fresh and smil- 
ing. and Judge and counsel seemed to share 
in the feeling of the jurors. Prendergast 
came into court over the bridge connecting 
with the County Jail, wearing his usual sullen 
look. His mother sat across the room from 
the jury, but the prisoner did not glance in 
her direction until he had beemin court for 
half an hour, and eventhen he had no smile 
or look of recognition. , 

The Opening Address, 

Assistant State’s-Attorney Todd made the 
opening argument on behalf of the prosecu- 
tion, beginning at 10:10 o'clock, and when 
the hour for the noon recess had arrived he 
was only half through with his plea. Mr. 
Todd had prepared himself with voluminous

notes, to which he referred but seldom, how- 
ever, and during the course of his talk he did 
not once refer to any authority on law. He 


dealt entirely with the evidence as given for: 


and against the prisoner, leaving to Mr. 
Trude, who is to close the argument for the 
State, the dramatic story of the assassination 
and the points of law bearing on the case. 
Mr. Todd finished at 3:20 o’clock 
afternoon, and he was followed immediately 
by James Essex for the defense, who held the 
court until 5:20 o'clock, fifty minutes after 
the regular hour for adjourning, and then 
quit before completing his argument to take 
it up again this morning. 

He will be followed by the three remaining 
counsel for the defense—Wade, McGoorty, 
and Heron—Mr. Wade closing in his behalf. 
This, it is expected, will require the whole of 
today, perhaps a portion of tomorrow. 

A. S. Trude makes the last argument in the 
ease. He will not begin until tomorrow morn- 
ing, even if the defense has done before the 
time for adjournment this afternoon, and he 
is counted on to take upthe entire day in his 
address to the jury. 

Yesterday’s proceedings were not particu- 
larly interesting, but the court-room was 
crowded toa point of discomfort from the 
hour when the bailiff rapped for order until 
Judge Brentano reminded Mr. Essex that the 
hour for adjourn'ment had come and gone. 


Mr. Todd’s Argument. 


Mr. Todd said in substance: 

We have arrived at a conclusion of the evidence 

in this case and everythi has been heard that 
pertains to the merits in this case by the peopie 
and by the defendant. As I said to you in my 
opening address as to what we intended to prove 
1 feel we have kept the promise that made to 
this jury and have substantiated every statement 
that I have made of the evidence upon each par- 
ticular point; and in the outset in this case 1 
ask you to decide this case according to the law 
and according to the evidence; | do not ask you 
to go outside of the law or outside of the evi- 
dence to acquit or to convict thisman. Westand 
here upon a common plane; the rights of the de- 
fendant on the one hand should be regarded as 
sacredly as the rights of the people on the other, 
and there should no distinction as to the 
sacredness with which these rights should be 
guarded. 
In the beginning of this case you were im- 
paneled to try the issues and you were asked if 
you found the defendant guilty as charged in the 
indictment would you hesitate to subjoin the 
death penalty to your verdict and your answer 
in every case was unequivocably that you would 
not. fe will hold you to the answer you have 
made. The prosecution in this case stands upon 
the same platform that it did when it begun to 
impanel the first juror. 

The defense has interposed the defense of in- 
sanity and if the defendant is guiltless of the 
crime on the plea of insanity he deserves to be 
acquitted at the hands of this jury and not be in- 
carcerated in any penitentiary fora single min- 
ute. We hold that if this man is guilty 
as charged in the indictment—viz.: The un- 
lawful killing of Carter H. Harrison that he 
should expiate his crime upon the gallows. If, 
on the other hand, at the time he committed the 
offense he was insane and did not know the dif- 
ference between right and wrong he should | 
acquitted under the law. Let the law take its 
course as to what shall be done with him. There 
is no intermediary ground on which wecan stand. 
There are the gates of liberty on the one hand 
for the insane and the gallows upon the other for 
the guilty. We ask you upon your solemn oaths as 
jurors to protect the laws of the State as the law 
is writton down, and if guilty you will carry out 
the terms of the law by fixing the death penalty ; 
and if insane you will find him guiltless upon 
the grounds of insanity. Itis not for you to de- 
cide any other question except the guilt or inno- 
cence of the defendant. 


Question of Insanity. 


We will take up in this case in the beginni 
the question of this man’s insanity and I wil 
strip the evidence of all those qualities which go 
to make up this man’s insanity, and then I will 
argue to you the foundation upon which the con- 
clusion justifying insanity is based. In the bo- 
ginning of this case we have what 1s known as 
an illusion. Thisillusion is that this man went 
up to Wisconsin and came back; upon what does 
that evidence rest? It rests upon the testi. 
mony of his brother that this defendant told 
him that he had gone to Wisconsin. How he 
went or how, he returned he doesn’t know. 
How he came baek is unknown, yet one fact that 
is pertaining to that is the fact that he was there 
praying for humanity. Iwill prove by the rec- 
ords in this case that either the brother lied or 
the mother lied, and out of charity I will assume 
that the brother lied. I will show you from the 
record in this case where the one absolutely con- 
tradicts the other upon facts material to the is- 
sues in this case and, of course, will instruct you 
that if any witness testified falsely in regard to 
any fact material to the issues in this case you 
have the right to disregard his entire testimony 
in so far as it is not corroborated by other credit- 
able witnesses. 


Mr. Todd then began with the testimony 
for the defense, telling of the statements made 
by Prendergast’s brother John. This brother 
had told of the prisoner’s conduct while at- 
tending Father Barrett’s school. saying he had 
never gone there, this in rebuttal of the testi- 
mony of Edward Normile, who claimed 
to have gone ta school with the pris- 
oner at Father Barrett’s school, and that 
young Prendergast had been a bright, smart

boy, above the average in intelligence. The 


testimony of the mother was then read to 
‘prove that the prisoner had attended the 
school in question. Mr. Todd in this line of 
argument read from the questions put the 
mother while on the witness stand and her 
answers to the same going to prove that

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the night when these were present-at 
Mrs. Prendergast’s house they all stated

Mrs. Prendergast said that the boy was not in- 
sane; that he was a smart boy; that he had never 
had any fall in his life; that there was no 
hereditary insanity on the father’s or mother’s 


side, 
Scores the Experts. 


Mr. Todd followed with a dissection of the 
other lay witnesses and then gave up the re- 
mainder of his address to scoring the experts 
who had testified as to the insanity of the 
prisoner. He drew comparisons between the 
testimony of men who had met Prendergast 
only after the commission of the crime and 
that of the men who had known him for 
years, and who stated positively that he had 
always been shrewd, and that there had been 
nothing in his conduct to indicate insanity or 
weakness of intellect. He ended his address 
with an appeal for the upholding of the laws 
of the State. 

Mr. Essex, in following Mr. Todd, began 
with a tribute to Carter Harrison, saying that 
no tribute made by the counsel for the State 
was more heartily appreciated by any one 
than himself. He referred to what he called 
the bitterness which had marked.the prosecu- 
tion against the poor boy who sat there with- 
outa triend in the world except his mother 
and brother andthe men who appeared as his 
counsel. The letter written to Archbishop 
Corrigan previous to the murder was read as 
an evidence of insanity and the various testi- 
mony to that effect was reviewed at length to 
the point where Judge Brentano asked if the 
argument could be completed in a reasonable 
time. Mr. Essex replied that it would require 
time and on his own suggestion court ad- 
journed to 10 o'clock this morning, when he 
will again take up his argument. 


TO THE CELL INSTEAD OF THE MORGUE. 


Preston Palmer Is Caught Playing ’Possum 
and Quickly Revives. 

Capt. Hartnett of the Harrison Street Po- 
lice Station does not claim to be endowed 
with supernatural gifts, nevertheless yester- 
day afternoon he coaxed back to life a man 
who had been placed in the patrol wagon to 
be taken to the morgue. The man who was 
awakened was Preston Palmer, colored. who 
lives on the free lunch plan. Yesterday 
Palmer went into Myer Lewis’ saloon, No. 
387 South Clark street, and while there be- 
came involved in a row with Albert 
Berkinmyer. Several blows were struck 
and then Palmer pulled a knife from 
his pocket and stabbed Berkinmyer in the left 
side. Berkinmyer as he fell drew a revolver 
from his pocket and shot at Palmer. The 
shooting attracted tne attention: of several 
officers. who ran into the place. Palmer see- 
ing them coming concluded to play possum. 
He dropped to the floor and stiffened out as 
though dead. The officers examined him and 
concluded he was dead or mortally wounded. 
The ambulance was called and when it ar- 
rived Palmer was again examined. During 
the examination Palmer held his breath. He 
was placed carefully on the stretcher and 
taken to the Harrison Street Station. Here 
he was again examined and all the pseudo-ex- 
perts about the place decided that he had eaten 
his last free lunch. The horses were 
hitched to the patrol wagon and preparations 
made to take the body to the morgue. As 
the officer were about to load the body into 
the wagon Capt. Hartnett appeared on the 
scene. The Captain had had some experience 
with dead men and after a look 
concluded that Palmer was a healthy 
looking dead man. He placed his fingers 
on the man’s pulse. It was full and regular. 
The Captain stepped back and meditated for 
a bit. Then he hit Paimer a blow across the 
face with his open hand. The effect was elec- 
trical. The dead“ let go a howl and sat up 
ou the stretcher. He was then taken down- 
stairs and locked up charged with assault with 
intent to kill. Berkinmyer was not seriously 
* and was taken to St. Luke’s Hos- 
pital. 


WITHOUT MONEY, FOOD, OR FRIENDS.

She hesi- 
tated inside the door of the station-house and 
began crying. This attracted the attention of 
Desk Sergeant Murphy and he asked the 
cause. She said: I came to Chicago about 
a year ago from West Virginia to do house- 
work and make my living here. During the 
summer I worked at several of the hotels 
neat the World's Fair as a domestic, maki 
scanty wages. When the Fair was oun’ t 
could secure no more work. I rented a room 
on Sixty-sixth street with the money I had 
saved and every day I sought something to 
do. My money ran low and I lived on scanty 
fare to be able to pay my room 
rent. Saturday morning my money was en- 
tirely gone and I had nothing to eat except 
two small slices of bread. Those are all I 
have eaten since then and I have not tasted 
food today. My room rent was due today 
and I had to leave, I have walked all the way 
here for shelter.“ ‘The station attachés were 
touched by her story and appearance and a 
sum was given her to buy supper. She was 
given shelter in the annex. She is 27 years 
of age.

CEREMONIAL OF THE GARTER DANCE. 


"11:55 am 


One of the Features of the Wedding of 
Princess Margaret. 

St. Louis Republic: The youngest of the 
Emperor Frederick’s daughters is the Princess 
Margaret, who recently became the wife of 
Prince Charles Frederick of Hesse. Their 
marriage took place in Kerlin with great pomp 
and in the presence of many of the Princes and 
notables of Europe. On this occasion the 
picturesque and historic garter dance, famous 
in Prussia for generations, took place, as is 
the custom in the German court. The details 
of this ceremonial are very curious. A field 
marshal, with his baton of commander 
in his hand, advances, followed by all 
the Ministers. Then comes the bridal 
arty. After some preliminaries a double 
— of dancers is formed, somewhat as in the 
Virginia reel, and the bride opens the ball by 
dancing first with her husband and then with 
other members of the royal family. Torches 
and Venetian lanterns borne by pages and 
soldiers illume this brilliant scene, while 
gay uniforms and the toilets of pretty 
women give the final touch to the picture. 
When the bride has finished dancing two 
noble ladies lead her into a corner and 
take off one of her garters, which is 
cut into small pieces and distributed among 
the dancers. At the marriage of Princess 
Margaret the Duchess of Connaught and her 
Grace the Landgrave of Hesse were charged 
with this delicate duty. The garter dance 
finishes as it began, each one taking his place 
by the flaring light of the torches, while with 
lively music the procession reforms and 
marches away. One point worthy of note on

CENTRAL TRAFFIO ASSOOLATION AND 


BOARD OF TRADE DIFFER. 


The Former Reports Officially Through 
Shipments Chicago to the Seaboard for 
the Last Week at 83,424 Tons=The Lat- 
ter Pats Through and Local Shipments 
at 77 ,019—Some Roads Probably Failed 
to Report Their Tonnage to the Board 
Erie’s Charges Substantiated. 


Either the statement of east-bound through 
shipments from Chicago during the last week 
furnished by the Central Traffic Association is 
wrong, or there is a serious discrepancy in 
the statement of shipments of all kinds of 
freight to through and local points furnished 
by the Board of Trade. The former makes 
the through shipments of flour, grain, and 
provisions exceed to a considerable extent the 
total shipments of all kinds of dead freight. 
Through shipments reported by the Central 
Traffic Association amount to 83,424 tons, 
while the total shipments, through and local, 
reported by the Board of Trade amount to 
only 77,019 tons, which, of course, is not 
possible, as the former should be included in 
the latter amount. The supposition is that 
the Board of Trade statement is wrong, and 
that some of the roads failed to report all 
their tonnage. The Central Traffic Association 
statement is made up from official reports 
to Commissioner Blanchard and therefore is 
supposed to be correct. ‘The through ship- 
ments are more than three times as large as 
they were for the week ending Nov. 30, when 
they amounted to only 25,768 tons. This in- 
crease is due to the low rates now in effect on 
flour, grain, and provisions. As an advance 
of 10 cents per 100 pounds is to go into effect 


Jan. 1 shippers are anxious to get forward all 


the freight they can previous to that time. 

The total shipments of flour, grain, and pro- 
visions from Chicago through to seaboard 
points and for export by the various Central 
Traffic Association roads during the last week 
amounted to 83,424 tons, against 58,676 
tons for the week previous and 47,426 tons 
for the corresponding week last year. Flour 
shipments lust week were 11,698 tons, against 
8,668 tons for the same week last year; grain, 
59,026 tons, against 30,995 tons; provisions, 
12,700 tons, against 7,763 tons. The per- 
centages carried by the various roads were as 
follows: 

Baltimore and Ohio, 3.8; Big Four, 7.6; Chica- 
go and Erie, 5.8; Chicago and Grand Trunk. 
12.5; Lake Shore, 11; Michigan Central, 19.3; 
Nickel Plate, 5.5; Pan-Handle, 13.5; Fort 
Wayne, 16.1; Wabash, 5.4. 

The fact that the Erie carried but 5.8 per 
cent of the total tonnage goes to show the 
claim made by the road that rates are manip- 
ulated by its competitors is well founded. _As 
the Erie generally put the reduced rates in 
effect two or three days before any of the 
other roads it ought to have carried more 
tonnage than any of the other lines, but the 
other lines evidently made the reduced rates 
secretly before the Erie tariffs were pub- 
lished.

For twenty years he has been in the employ 
of the Burlington and Quincy road. Begin- 
ning as an office boy in the general passenger 
oftice he worked at all the desks up to assist- 
ant chief clerk. From that he was made 
traveling passenger agent, and later, 1888, 
became city passenger and ticket agent. He 
has been one of the most popular ticket agents 
of the city.

MAY A RAILROAD BE ABANDONED? 


Injunction Against Taking Up Rails and. 
Tracks Issued in Kansas, 

Dopar Crry, Kas., Dec. 26.—The owners 
of the Dodge City, Montezuma and Trinidad 
railroad have been restrained by Judge 
Abbott of the Twenty-seventh Judicial Dis- 
trict from taking up rails and ties and haul- 
ing them out of the country. The road is 
twenty-seven miles long and runs from here 
to Montezuma, the county seat of Gray 
County. It was originally planned to build 
200 miles in Kansas, but crop failures and 
hard times came and construction was 
stopped at Montezuma. The road was built 
without any aid froin the people and the 
company has no bonded debts. It was purely 
the personal enterprise of J. S. Soule of New 
York, who madea fortune in patent medi- 
cines. The road never had any rolling stock 
or other equipment, but had been operated 
by the Rock Island until about three months 
ago, when there was absolutely no business 
except an occasional passenger. Soule came 
here recently, and, after looking his property 
over and learning by personal investigation 
that the enterprise was a losing investment, 
went to Chicago, where he sold the rails and 
ties to railroad contractors who could use 
them in Texas. When the purchasers went to 
take up the track they were opposed by the 
people of Gray County. Soule and his as- 
signs claim as the public contributed nothing 
to build the road it has no right to interfere, 
and that, as Soule built the road without re- 
ceiving any aid, he or his assigns may do as 
they please with it. The people of Gray 
County claim that a road once built, the pub- 
lic has certain inalienable rights. 

Soft Coal Rates to Missouri River. 

Chairman Midgley has issued a voluminous 
communication to members of the Western 
Freight Association regarding rates on soft coal 
to Missouri River points. He concludes by stat- 
ing that in case the St. Louis, Kansas City and 
Northwestern railroad shall elect to establish a 
rate of 62.25 per net ton from East St. Louis to 
Council luff and Omaha wn soft coal from 
Illinois mines the right to do so via all lines 
from East St. Louis or St. Louis is, recognized, 
and in such event no reduction should follow via 
either road that crosses the Mississippi River 
north of Keokuk on shipments of soft coal des- 
tined via those routes to Council Bluffs or Oma- 
ha. If the St. Louis, Keokuk and Northwestern 


shall conclude toexercise the authority conveyed.

AN INTERESTING HISTORICAL EPISODE. 


How the Plumed Knight Congratulated 
Garfield on His Nomination. 

Holland in the Washington Post: One raw 
and chilly evening only a few days after the 
adjournment of the great convention that 
nominated James A. Garfield as its candidate 
for the Presidency of the United States I was 
at work editing copy in the Boston office of 
the old New York Associated Press, when a 
messenger from the Parker House came into 
the office and announced that Mr. Blaine 
would like to have some one in authority at 
the Associated Press office call upon him at 
that hotel. The office at that time was located 
on State street, -not far from the old State 
House and about five minutes’ brisk walk to 
the hotel, and without a moment's delay I pre- 
pared to respond to the summons, 

The hour was about 8 o’clock. The clerk at 
the hotel did not send my card up to Mr. 
Blaine, evidently expecting someone, but 
called a boy, saying ; Take this gentleman to 
parlor A or B.“ or whatever lettered parlor it 
was. The room when I entered it was unoc- 
cupied. A beautiful and generous bouquet of 
full-blown roses filled a vase on a center table 
and shed a charming fragrance throughout 
the apartment. The lights in the crystal 
globes of the chandelier were about half 
turned on, and glistening coals in the polished 
grate gave a picturesque though subdued sur- 
8 I had time only to take in at a 
glance the actual comfort of the situation 
when a great man walked in from an adjacent 
chamber James G. Blaine. 

He looked and was in the full flush of 
healthy manhood. The honorable pride, 
born of the perfect knowledge that he had 
that respect and admiration, teeming to the 
measure’s top, lay deep for him in the very 
hearts of his fellow-men, showed in his mein 
and manner, and I felt in my breast the senti- 
ment that must haveinspired young Norval of 
ancient love when he exclaimed: * Never be- 
fore stood I in such a presence.“ Those who 
knew Mr. Blaine can understand the cordial- 
ity of the greeting I received. I knew him in 
Washington and he met me as an old friend. 
He spoke of several of the men on Newspaper 
Row, all of whom knew him well. Some of 
them he had seen very recent to the occur- 
rence of which I write and others that he had 
not seen for some time, as he said of each and 
every one he spoke of as if they were personal 
friends—as indeed they were. 

But he soon became quiet and grave. We 
had been standing both on the same side of 
the flower laden table, when he said: Sit 
down, Holland, I have a favor to ask. 

I sat down and murmured something, and 
Mr. Blaine was again quiet for a moment or 
two. I tried te frame some words of regret 
that matters had not determined in his behalf 
at the late convention. But I failed. 

Condolements were not to Mr. Blaine's lik- 
ing. They were not needed. He said: 0, 
never mind that,“ I remember his exact 
words to this day, 0, never mind that, Hol- 
land. Reverses do not trouble me.“ 

Then he said: I have a letter that I want 
to go broadcast to the country tonight. Will 
it be in all the newspapers tomorrow morn- 
ing? I assured him, as I well could assure 
him under the circumstances, that it would, 
and ic returned to the adjoining room and 
came back with the letter, or rather a copy of 
oe ge this one he handed to me, saying as he 
did so: 

Read it tome. I would like to hear how 
it reads.“ 

He reseated himself and I stood before him 
and read the letter aloud to a most attentive 
listener—the author himself. 

It was, I think, on about four sides of ordi- 
nary letter paper, and was addressed to James 
A. Garfield. It congratulated him upon his 
nomination for President by the great party 
which heralded him as its chief. There was 
not a line or between the lines a sentence or 
word that breathed other than sincere con- 
gratulations, and the steady and unyielding 
purpose of loyal and energetic support in the 
campaign about to be entered upon. How 
rigidly that purpose,was manifested and how 
thoroughly that loyalty was demonstrated is 
now a part of the written political history of 
this great land. When I had finished the read- 
ing he said, somewhat joculariy: 

** Well, what do you think of it?“ 

I could only say: Senator, the country 
will appreciate this, I know.”’ 

Mr. Blaine said: 1 hope so, I trust my 
countrymen will also appreciate the sprit in 
which it is written.“ Then I shook hands 
with him and bade him good night, after 
promising to put the letter on the wires right 
away, and to call and see him, as he then in- 
vited me, whenever I was in his neighborhood, 
as he phrased it. That letter is in the files of 
every newspaper in this country today. I left 
him standing thoughtful in the beautiful par- 
lor of that old hostelry, though in all verity 
looking like a man at peace with all the world. 
Statesman, patriot, thoroughbred American, 
I never saw James G. Blaine again. 


The Red, White, and Blue, 


Some seventy or eighty years before France 
was involved in the flames of the revolution 
that is, at the epoch of the War of the Succession, 
when she was in close alliance with Spain and 
Bavaria—it was thought desirable to distinguish 
the allied soldiers by a cockade, which combined 
the colors of the three nations—the white of 
France, the red of Spain, and the blue of Bavaria. 
* To none of these incidents, however, would it 
be wise to attribute the origin of the historic 
tricolor and cockade adopted by revolutionary 
France. At the outset there seemed a likclibood 
that green, which Camille Desmoulins had pop- 
ularized at the Palais Royal, would have become 
the national color, but men remembored in time 
that it was that of the livery of the Comte 
d’Artois, the most unpopular of the Bourbon 
Princes, and it was thereupon discarded. 

A proposition was then made to assume the 
colors of the City of Paris—blue and red, as 
Dumas reminds us in his Six Ans Apres. Te 
these were added the white“ of so many glori- 
ous memories, because it had been selected by 
the national guard—always faithful to the throne 
and its traditions. 

Not until some months after the capture of the 
Bastile was the tricolor definitely adopted, when 
Bailly and Lafa Er presented it to uis XVI. 
in the great hall of the Hotel de Ville, and the 
convention issued adecree in which it was de- 
scribed as consisting of three colors dispos Ges 
en trois bandes egales,de maniere que le blue 
soit attaché a la garde du pavilion, le blanc au 
milieu, et le rouge flottant dans les airs —that 
is, in equal vertical sections, with the blue in- 
ward, the red outward, and the white between. 

This is the historic flag whisk Napoleon's lo- 
gions, in conjunction with their eagles, bore vic- 
toriously from the Seine to the Elbe, the Tagus, 
the Borodino, and the Danube; which they plant- 
ed —— ra § on the walls of almost every Eu- 
ropean capital.—Al the Year Round.

St. Louis Globe-Democrat: Some curious 
items enter into the expense account of Uncle 
Sam. 

Away out in Arizona, near the City of Flor- 
ence, there is a ruin of the dwellmg place of 
some prehistoric people. It is called Casa 
The government paysa man $480 
a year to watch Casa Grande and see that 


some Chicago archzologist doesn’t carry it 


away for exhibition purposes. 

Secretary Gresham has tried to get along 
this year with $3,000 for bringing home the 
remains of diplomatic and consular officers of 
this country who died abroad. In view of the 
probable increase of mortality among the un- 
usually large number of these patriots who 
have responded to the call of Josiah Quincy 
and have gone to places where the climate is 
bad, Mr. Gresham asks $10,000 the coming 
year for diplomatic mortality. 

Another item of close relationship to the 
last mentioned is $5,000 to bring home the 
widows ot those diplomats who die abroad. 

The vaccination of Indians is a regular 
charge of $1,000 a year on the United States 
Treasury. 

The condition of Lio-the-poor-Indian is the 
inspiration of much sympathy among certain 
Caucasian philanthropists. The regular 
budget for the red man this year reaches 
$6,931,156.61. Next = ritis expected to 
go to $7, 098,611.41. This covers a mul 
tude of things which civilized people have 

never thought of. For instance, every one of 
the 600 men Crows gets a $10 suit of good 
substantial woolen clothing, consisting of a 
coat, hat, pantaloons, flannei shirt. and woolen 
socks.“ “very one of the 700 women oe 
gets flannel skirt, a pair of woolen hose 
twelve yards of calico, and twelve yards of 
cotton domestic.”’ 

The end of this Indian budget ‘is not in 
sight. The Indian is as good a stayer as the 
pensioner. Away back in 1794 the govern- 
ment stipulated to pay the six nations of New 
York State a certain sum—several thousand 
dollars—every year, and it is still doing it. 
There are annuities which have been paid to 
the Senecas religiously since 1817. The 
Shawnees have been goes a good round 
sum yearly since 1794. These and many 
like them are permanent annuities. Some of 
them have run a hundred years. Most of 
them have been in operation fift 3 They 
seem to be just as good for another century. 

There are the Pottawatomies of Indiana and 
Michigan. They have worked the white man 
beautifully. In 1795 they got one permanent 
annuity which has been paid regularly ever 
since. In 1809 they socked it to our grand- 
fathers for another annuity. In 1818 the 
Pottawatomies came again, and this govern- 
ment agreed to pay them another so-much-a- 
year without any limitationof time. The 
fourth permanent annuity for this thrifty 
tribe was fastened upon the Treasury in 1828, 
Between that time and 1846 four more per- 
manent annuities were added to the Potta- 
watomies’ list. And they have been paid 
faithfully every year. They wili be paid 
next year and the next after, and nobody 
knows when the obligation will cease. Three 
of these annuities are payable in silver,“ 
and silver it was for the Indian all thro 5 
the war and afterwards, when white fol 
never saw the color of coin. Another annuity 
is in specie: two more are in money. 
The other two annuities iilustrate more 
forcibly the farcical. Every year since 1826 
this government has solemnly delivered to 
the Pottawatomies fifty barrels of salt. And 
every year since 1826 this government has 
maintained a blacksmith shop with equip- 
ments and supplies for three blacksmiths at a 
cost of $1,008.99 a year for the Pottawato- 
mies. 

The disbursements to these Pottawatomies, 
who long ago ceased to be Indians in all but 
name, amount to $20,647.65. They must, 
according to the treaties, go on forever. They 
are permanent.“ 

The Creeks have the oldest of these an- 
nuities. It started in 1790. The Chickasaws 
began to draw a permanent annuity in 1799. 
The Choctaws were put on the roll for $3,000 
a year, with no limit of time, as early as 1805. 
Is it any wonder that the more civilized he 
gots the more tenacious the Indian grows of 

is tribal relation and of Uncle Sam's pater- 
nalism ? 

Turn over a few pages and you will find the 
sunrise and the sundown gun at the military 
posts. This little incident of army life re-

A new War Department item this year is 
experimental cooking — $500.”

This country’s merchant marine doesn’t 
amount to much compared with that of other 
countries, but the cost to government of 
bringing home the American seamen who get 
shipwrecked in various foreign ports is 845. 
000 a year. Besides this there is an expense 
of 550.000 for the relief and protection of 
American seamen in foreign countries.“ 

The stocking of Alaska with reindeer goes 
on well. The cost of maintaining the herd of 
175 last year was about $6,000. It is pro- 
posed to go into the business a little more ex- 
tensively this year and $10,000 is wanted. 

This government rents prisons and main- 
tains salaried keepers for American con- 
riets“ in Siam, China, Japan, Turkey, and 
Madagascar. The appropriation for this feat- 
ure of the diplomatic service is $14,600. 
Some people would think it was punishment 
enough to live in those countries, 

At the Puma Indian Agency in Arizona a 
flour mill is operated by the government for 
$1.500 a year. 

Fifty-dollar funerals are given to Union 
soldiers who die poor in the District of Co- 
lumbia, There were fifty of these funerals 
this year, and the Quartermaster-General ex- 
pects at least sixty the coming year. 

Our Minister to Turkey maintains a small 
standing army. He has an allowance of $6.- 
000 to pay —— wages of interpreters and 
„guards.“ The President of the United 
States can increase the army abroad if he 
thinks necessary. He has a lump sum of 
$90,000 from which to employ “‘ canvasses,”’ 
guards, dragomans, and porters and other 
persons anc equipment to maintain the dig- 
nity of American legations. Next year Secre- 
— 4 Gresham wishes this increased to 6105,

The repairs on the White House last year 
cost $27,000. For the coming year $44,000 
is wanted.
